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GREEN LIGHT FOR 
TOWN HALL PLAN

A DEAL has finally been struck with a 
property consortium for the £27million 
restoration of Hornsey Town Hall. 

Consent for the refurbishment of the 1930s’ 
grade two-listed building was re-confirmed by 
Haringey Council’s cabinet last week after its 
decision last month to approve the scheme was 
“called in” by the local authority’s scrutiny 
watchdog committee, which, after making rec¬ 
ommendations, referred it back to cabinet. 

The scheme will see the dilapidated, art-deco 
building, in The Broadway, Crouch End, reno¬ 
vated with the creation of new arts centre, two 
cafes and a restaurant, a four-star boutique hotel, 
improved access to its public square and the 
building of 123 homes on land to the back of the 
town hall. 

The council has struck a deal with UK-based 
company Far East Consortium International Ltd 
to deliver the scheme and a long lease on the site 
has been taken out by the property developer. 

It has teamed up with partner Coplan Estates in 
the venture and will appoint a specialist arts 
centre operator to run community spaces within 
the town hall. It is also launching a dedicated 
website in the new year to update residents on 
progress as well as establishing a “community 
hub” onsite to provide information and give the 
opportunity for feedback. 

“After more than ten years of work, we have 


secured a clear plan to bring the town hall back 
to life and save it for future generations,” said 
Alan Strickland, Haringey cabinet member for 
regeneration, housing and planning. 


John Connolly, FEC’s head of development, 
added: “The town hall is unique and our proposal 
to restore it will ensure it remains one of most 
iconic buildings in London.”

The council is making it free to park across 
the borough for the day to encourage shoppers 
to spend money in local high street shops and 
stores as part of Small Business Saturday. 

Parking charges in council-owned town 
centre car parks and pay and display bays 
will be suspended temporarily in a bid to 
boost the local economy.

“Free parking across Haringey is a 
fantastic way to mark Small Business Satur¬ 
day and will encourage people to shop local 
rather than head to the West End as they 
look for Christmas gifts,” said Haringey 
Council’s cabinet member for the 
environment Peray Ahmet. 

Controlled parking zones and other 
essential parking restrictions including 
road works will remain in force on Small 
Business Saturday.

Council ‘proud to 
resettle refugees’ 

REFUGEE groups have welcomed a pledge 
by Haringey Council to resettle 10 Syrian 
families in the borough. 

The council’s cabinet agreed to re-locate the 
victims of the conflict at a meeting last week. 

But although it vowed to bring them here 
“as soon as possible,” the council said how 
quickly depended on the Home Office. 

Council leader Claire Kober said: “I am 
proud Haringey will resettle up to 10 Syrian 
refugee families. We will work around the 
clock to give refugee families a safe home and 
the support they need to rebuild their lives.” 

Nathan Lee, of the Refugees Welcome 
Haringey campaign group, said he hoped at 
least four families could be re-located in time 
for Christmas “so that some of the more 
vulnerable individuals are not forced to 
spend another desperately cold winter living 
in the Middle East refugee camps”. 

Kidnapper jailed 

A MAN, who burst into his former partner’s 
Tottenham home in the early hours and 
kidnapped a male he found with her, has 
been jailed for four years. 

Mustafa Kiziltan, 27, and two unidentified 
men forced entry to the flat on February 28 
this year. 

After verbally abusing his ex-partner , a 
noxious liquid was sprayed at a 21-year-old 
man who was also in the flat. He was then 
partially stripped and threatened with knives. 

But as the three men tried to bundle their 
victim into a car, he escaped and flagged 
down police who were on the way to the 
address, having received a call. 

Kiziltan, of Hackney, east London, was 
convicted of kidnap at Wood Green Crown 
Court last Monday. His two accomplices 
remain at large.

CHILDREN at a primary school 
are encouraging their families to 
pledge to stick to road safety rules 
as part of a national campaign to 
keep them safe.

Pupils at the school, in South- 
bury Road, Enfield, are joining in 
quizzes, competitions and activi¬ 
ties to learn more about 
road safety. 

Teacher Sonia Allen, who 
works with the 16 pupils on the 
travel council, which looks at 


road safety, sustainable travel and 
walking to school, said: “The 
council wanted to raise awareness 
of the 20mph speed limit in the 
area and the impact of wearing a 
seatbelt for adults and children.” 

The selfies will be put on dis¬ 
play in the school grounds. 

Pupils are also wearing brightly 
coloured clothes for a Wacky 
Wednesday event at school to pro¬ 
mote “be bright, be seen”. 

They are paying £1 to wear their 
multi-coloured mufti and the 
money will go towards buying a 
banner promoting road safety to 
be displayed outside the school. 

It will be calling for motorists 
to stick to the 20mph limit. 

Mrs Allen added: “We’ve also 
done a survey of how children 
and staff travel to school and will 
be analysing it.” 

She said that people used a 
“mixture” of different transport to 
get to school. 

Many teachers walk or cycle 
while some of them “park and 
stride” on their way to work. 


Take extra care, brigade urges drivers 


LONDON Fire Brigade has released 
figures showing that attendance at 
road traffic accidents are at an 
all-time high. 

The fire brigade is urging drivers to 
take extra care after new figures, which 
list Enfield in the top four of London’s 
call-outs, revealed a significant 
increase in the number of accidents 
crews are called to. 


In Enfield alone, they attended 987 
incidents between 2011 and 2015. 

Dave Brown, director of operations at 
London Fire Brigade, said: “Our crews 
are spending an increasing amount of 
time attending road traffic collisions 
and I want to urge people to take care 
on the road.” 

The new figures have been released 
to coincide with Road Safety Week.

DONALD Trump has been 
cut down to size by 
unorthodox artist Ayjay 
Trashy, who creates 
miniature works of art out 
of the packaging coffee 
shop drinkers and 
customers of fast food 
restaurants chuck away. 

A tiny painting of 
America’s president-elect 
on a Starbuck’s tea bag tag 
features in his latest quirky 
and unconventional 
exhibition at the Dugdale 
Centre, in Enfield Town. 

The image, smaller than a 
postage stamp, pictured 
right , shows Mr Trump 
about to clobber Hillary 
Clinton over the head with 
a baseball bat bound with 
barbed wire. 

“I’ve based it on the 
American TV horror 
drama series The Walking 
Dead about a zombie 
apocalypse. It’s a bit 
aggressive,” admits Ayjay. 

Used sugar sachets, 
crumpled paper napkins, 
tea bag tags and even 
McDonald’s chip cartons 
form the canvases for 
the 42-year-old’s intricately 
detailed paintings, many 



of which feature world 


famous icons. 

Having exhibited at the 
Dugdale, in London Road, 
two years ago with his 
Sugar Trashy show, he 
returns with his Incredible 
Shrinking Man exhibition. 

Self-taught without any 
formal artistic training 
Ayjay, real name Alex 
Tracy, started painting on 
napkins when he used to 
drink cappuccinos in 
cafes - until he realised he 
was allergic to coffee! 

He switched to tea, but as 
he never seemed to get a 
napkin with his cuppa he 
began creating images on 
sugar wrappers, tea bag 
tags and other discarded 


objects. Ayjay can often be 
seen in coffee shops creating 
his mini-masterpieces using 
acrylic paint and ultra 
fine brushes. 

“I’m colour blind, so I 
work in acrylic paints 
because they are brighter 
and I can see them,” 
he explained 

He says the art he is now 
producing is even smaller 
and more detailed than that 
showcased in his previous 
exhibition and can 
sometimes take him a week 
to complete. 

His latest collection draws 
on subject matter that has 
made an impression on him 
over the past year and 
features images of 
Muhammad Ali, Lemmie, 
from Motorhead, Prince, 
David Bowie, astronaut 
Tim Peake and Great 
British Bake Off winner 
Candice Brown. 

His works sell for 
£180 for small items, up 
to £1,200.

Long jumper offers advice to youngsters during school visit

TRAILBLAZING long jumper Ryan 
Raghoo was told he would never walk. 

The GB para-athlete spent the first 
eight years of his life in a wheelchair 
after being born with permanent brain 
damage and cerebral palsy. 

Last week he was at Lavender Primary 
School, in Enfield, inspiring pupils to 
“aim high and be the best they can”. 

Ryan led the school’s assembly on 
Wednesday, recounting his amazing 
life story. 

The pupils at the primary school, in 


Lavender Road, sat mesmerised as they 
listened to how the 20-year-old broke the 
T36 British record at the Queensland 
Open Championships just three months 
after taking up the sport with a massive 
4.61metres leap. 

Remarkably, it met the qualification 
distance needed for selection for this 
year’s Paralympic Games in Rio de 
Janeiro, but Ryan missed out because 
the T36 slots - the disability sport 
classification for people with coordina¬ 
tion impairments, including cerebral 
palsy - went instead to two of Team GB’s 
track athletes. 

Ryan, from Croydon, south London, 


said: “I speak to children a lot - they 
always seek to take something away from 
my story, so in many ways my journey is 
an opportunity for me to inspire people. 

“My parents were told I’d never walk, 
but refused to accept that prognosis and 
for that I am grateful now. 

“It’s a privileged position to be in and I 
am very proud to have reached a level in 
the sport and be the first person in 
British history to do that.” 

Ryan is hoping his record-breaking 
achievements can help pave the way for 
the next generation of disability athletes. 

He was joined by Laviai Nielsen, a 
20-year-old sprinter, who trains at 
Enfield and Haringey Athletic Club, in 
between studying geography at King’s 
College London. 

She said: “It was really fun to be at the 
school and show the children some tech¬ 
niques. I was inspired by an athlete who 
came into my school when I was 
younger and inspiration is really impor¬ 
tant for children.” 

The sprinter has sliced more than five 
seconds off her 400metres personal best 
over the past two seasons. Her time of 
52.25seconds to win a race in Belgium 
last year was the quickest by a British 
under-20 runner for 33 years. 

PE co-ordinator at the school Stuart 
Halley said: “It was a really special day 
for the children. They learned a lot about 
athletics, but, not only that, they learned 
that you can achieve whatever you want 
if you aim high. 

“When Ryan was leading the assem¬ 
bly, every child was transfixed.”

Singing for 
Southgate

A SONG from the hit musical Grease has 
been adopted by campaigners opposing 
plans to move Palmers Green into the 
Edmonton parliamentary constituency. 

Commuters at Palmers Green railway 
station were treated to the anthem We 
Go Together as campaigners took their 
battle to the streets. 

Under Boundary Commission propos¬ 
als, the Enfield Southgate parliamentary 
seat would be split up, with Palmers 
Green becoming part of the Edmonton 
constituency. 

Enfield Southgate MP David Burrowes 
says the proposed change “disrupts local 
ties, disrupts local communities and 
breaks up our community”. 


The proposals are part of a bid to cut 
the number of MPs from 650 to 600. 

An estimated 70 to 80 people turned 
up for a public meeting organised by the 
Save Our Southgate at the Intimate The¬ 
atre, in Green Lanes, on Tuesday last 
week to see how the changes could 
affect them. 

Mr Burrowes said: “Palmers Green 
residents will be used to campaigning to 
stay in Enfield Southgate, having suc¬ 
cessfully fought off previous boundary 
change plans.” 

“Palmers Green has strong historic 
and community links to the old borough 
of Southgate which should be respected 
and maintained. As the Grease lyrics 
say, ‘We go together’.” 

Mr Burrowes, who has been the MP 
for Enfield Southgate since 2005, wants 


to see the constituency remain intact, 
with the addition of the Bush Hill Park 
ward to make up the numbers. He also 
wants to keep three MPs representing 
residents in the borough of Enfield. 

The Save Our Southgate campaign 
says the Boundary Commission propos¬ 
als will “disembowel” Enfield Southgate. 

Edward Smith, chairman of Enfield 
Southgate Conservatives, said: “I think 
people are surprised and shocked. 

“They see that Enfield Southgate is a 
historic and community entity and this 
constituency has grown up around 
artery roads and railways. 

“Most people are very concerned and 
feel their representation will suffer,” 
added Mr Smith 

The Boundary Commission consulta¬ 
tion ends on Monday, December 5.

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Girish aims to weave his magic at community centre

MEMBERS of a Hindu community centre will 
see objects vanish and disappear before their 
very eyes on Friday, although the miraculous 
feats will be more man-made than divine. 

Amateur magician Girish Tailor, who belongs 
to the Darji Mitra Mandal group, in Oakthorpe 
Road, Palmers Green, is putting on a special 
conjuring show. 

He will perform the same sleight of hand tricks 
and illusions which won the 31-year-old the Lon¬ 
don Society of Magicians’ coveted “close-up” 
magician of the year award. 

Proceeds from the show will go towards a 
Christmas party for the centre’s children’s 
club. 

Girish only took up magic three years ago and 
it has become an all-consuming passion - even 
performing at his own wedding reception where 
he amazed the 400 guests with a magic trick for 
his wife Tina. 

As he began his speech, he said: “It’s the 21st 
century, everything is 50/50 now” - then he 


miraculously turned the notes on which his 
speech was written into a £20 note, followed by 
two £10 notes. 

“Everyone wants to make their wedding 
special,” he explained, “and magic was the obvi¬ 
ous choice for me.” 

Girish, who works in communications for a 
property management firm, now performs magic 
at weddings and birthday functions with his on¬ 
stage partner Hemmel Amrania, 35, with whom 
he learned basic magic at workshops run by the 
London Society of Magicians. 

“I love seeing the reaction on people’s faces 
when they wonder how the trick was done 
- there’s something quite mystical about that,” 
he continued. 

Girish, who lives in North Finchley, says 
winning the close-up magician of the year acco¬ 
lade was “humbling”. 

His favourite magician is popular American 
illusionist David Blaine and his ambition is 
to become a member of the prestigious 
Magic Circle. 

“The possibilities of magic are never ending - 
it’s the gift that never stops giving,” he added.

4 4 SURE, he’s a billionaire”, 
said Donald Trump Junior, 
speaking about his father, 
the President-elect, “but he’s a 
blue-collar billionaire”. 

It reminded me of Richard 
Digance’s 1977 song about the 
“working-class millionaire”, 
whose mansion has “marble halls 
with goalposts painted on the 
walls, and other things the 
Hampstead crowd detest.” 

What with Trump and Brexit, 
the Hampstead crowd have had 
lots to detest just lately. 

When I first moved to 
Edmonton, it was very obviously 
a working-class area. 

A high proportion of my 
neighbours worked in the 
engineering factories which 
then lined the North Circular 
Road and the Great Cambridge 
Road, where you now see mainly 
retail parks. 

Most people owned, rather than 
rented, their homes. 

I wouldn’t say they all 
fantasised about being 
millionaires, but many assumed 
that, as property owners, they 
had achieved permanent 
financial security. 

My street has changed a lot. 
The neatly-maintained terraced 
houses have become 
multi-occupied slums, with 
rubbish permanently piled 
outside. And yet the dream of 
getting on, of getting rich, is 
probably as widespread as ever. 

For the great majority of us, it 
is an empty fantasy - and this 
fantasy lies behind the successes 
of Thatcherite and Blairite 
politics in Britain, and of Donald 
Trump in the USA. 


I LIVE near Enfield Island Village,. 
This is within reach of Enfield Lock 
station, but the transport is often can¬ 
celled or delayed and the trains only 
run every half hour most of the time at 
best and are severely overcrowded at 
peak times. 

These 30-minute gaps seem shock¬ 
ing, given that we are in zone 6, com¬ 
parable with Croydon and Heathrow, 
which have much more regular ser¬ 
vices and night bus provision. 


I WAS surprised by the letter accusing 
me of hypocrisy over the issue of 
child refugees (“Mr Burrowes should 
offer an explanation”, Advertiser, 
November 16). 

It is a charge I totally refute, but it 
comes from a misunderstanding of my 
role in the so-called Dubs law which 
has formed the legal basis for relocat¬ 
ing child refugees from Europe and 
particularly Calais. 

I have taken a lead in parliament in 
championing the cause of refugees and 
helped ensure the government stepped 
up its response by extending resettle¬ 
ment schemes, including 3,000 places 
for children at risk in the Middle East 
and north Africa. 

In relation to the Dubs law, I voted 
against the original amendment 
because it would not have worked in 
practice. MPs have a duty to pass good 
law, not just good campaign pledges. 

I therefore worked with the govern¬ 
ment to revise the amendment to 
ensure there is a sound legal basis to 
respond to the crisis in Calais and 
transfer vulnerable child refugees. 

I am pleased we are now seeing 
several hundred child refugees being 
relocated. 

I have visited Calais twice to draw 
attention to the plight of lone children,

AN “inspirational” mother has won a prestigious 
award for helping a friend who was in need of 
support when her new-born son was rushed into 
intensive care. 

Natalie Lusardi, 28, of Manorway, Bush Hill

who go the “extra mile” in helping new parents. 

Natalie provided much-needed support last 
year to a friend, Katherine Kelly, 28, whose son 
had to be treated in intensive care at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital, in London. 

Having experienced medical complications 
with her own baby, Natalie knew how worrying 
it was to care for a new-born in hospital and then 
go home exhausted to cook dinner. 

Natalie wanted to lend a helping hand, so she 
rallied friends and family together and they took 
it in turns each night to prepare and deliver a 
meal for Katherine and her husband, Alex.

‘Shopping locally can 
boost your community’

SHOPPERS are being urged to 
mark Small Business Saturday on 
December 3 by shopping locally. 

Enfield Council is asking every¬ 
one to “think local” and see what 
shops in the borough have to offer, 
rather than go further afield. 

The council hopes that by show¬ 
casing the borough, it might prompt 
customers to spend their cash 
locally, not just on that day, but in 
the run-up to Christmas and beyond. 

Alan Sitkin, cabinet member for 
economic regeneration and busi¬ 
ness, is a lecturer in business and 
has done a lot of research on 
spending patterns. 

He said: “These are really desper¬ 
ate times for local businesses. 

“But we are absolutely committed 
to supporting them and urge our res¬ 
idents to shop at their nearest town 
centre on Small Business Saturday 
and in the run-up to Christmas. 

“Independent traders make a 
tremendous contribution to our 
town centres and can really help 
shoppers. They are very flexible 
in terms of the sort of goods they 
stock and when they stock them - 
meaning they can often offer 
more to a local shopper than the 
bigger chains.” 


Local businesses everywhere 
are under threat, with growing 
internet sales and the rise of super¬ 
market giants. 

Federation of Small Businesses 
research shows that more of the 
money spent locally stays locally, 
with £1 spent with a local supplier 
worth £1.76 to the local economy 
and only 36p if it is spent out of 
the area. 

The money retained by local 
retailers is also reinvested in job 
creation, remunerating staff and 
paying for business rates which can 
be ploughed back into the borough 
by the council.

“We are offering internet advice 
and plenty of business tips at Enter¬ 
prise Enfield because in this climate 
business owners need to do their 
research and make themselves as 
attractive as possible to customers

Authentic French 
cooking whisks 
us away to Paris 


ENTERING Chez Ton Ton is like stepping into a 
traditional bistro in the heart of Paris. 

The owner, Eric, was warm and welcoming and 
his staff were attentive and helpful when explain¬ 
ing the menu. The bite-sized garlic breads 
brought to our table as an hors d’oeuvre were 
just the right size to whet our appetites. 

Drinking in the ambience as well as drinking a 
very refreshing Kir Royal (French champagne 
cocktail), we decided on the parfait de volaille 
(chicken liver pate), £6.95, and moules mariniere 
(mussels), £7.10, both from the specials board, 
for our starters. They did not disappoint: the par¬ 
fait was as light as air and delicious while the 
moules were juicy and flavoursome. 

The main course of roast lamb in red wine jus, 
£17.95, was presented so beautifully that Greedy 
Gan net could not wait to tuck in. She declared it 
mouth-watering, tender and very, very moreish. 
The same was said of the braised French rabbit, 
£17.95, cooked slowly with white wine, cream, 
bacon, mushrooms, tarragon and deep fried 
onions. It was succulent and there was plenty to 
be had. Both were served with Dau phi noise pota¬ 
toes and plenty of perfectly cooked veggies. 

Between courses we had a chance to chat to 
our host who, with his wife Claudine, has run 
Chez Ton Ton since 1984. The secret of their con¬ 
tinued success, says Eric, is down to the team 
they have around them. Their ingenious chef,

Hubert Champion, has been with them for 15 
years and Eric highly praises his culinary skills - 
and rightly so. 

Greedy Gannet and I decided to sample one 
last course of Hubert’s fine work and plumped 
for homemade ice parfait with crushed raspber¬ 
ries and amaretti biscuits, £5.90, and the vanilla 
creme brulee, £5.90. It was a delectable ending 
to a lovely evening with such friendly hosts. 

Chez Ton Ton offers lunch and dinner specials 
as well as a la carte. The lunch special is every 
day, two courses for £9.95, and the evening 
special is Tuesday to Thursday, from £16.95 for 
two courses.

The production, adapted and directed by 
Nick Pelas, attempted to strip the original 
down to its bare essentials - the chief pro¬ 
tagonist’s attempts to come to terms with 
an unexpected and shocking transforma¬ 
tion, as well as the reaction of friends and 
family, making use of a sparse set featur¬ 
ing just one bed and one sofa. 

Pelas’s reimagining cast Dominique 
Meredith in the central role of Abeni, the 
Nigerian analogue to Kafka’s Gregor 
Samsa, and the bulk of the play centred 
on the reaction of those around her to her 


never-explained transformation into what 
the author himself referred to as “a large, 
monstrous insect-like creature”. 

There was little to criticise in Meredith’s 
performance, such as it was - but since 
much of it consisted of writhing around in 
bed, little to praise either. 

As relatives and friends fail to recognise 
Abeni’s humanity beneath the grotesque 
carapace and her colleague Ayo (Laide 
Sonola) suggests they “take her to the 
bush and show her off and we’ll make 
money”, it becomes clear the bug has 
become a burden and we are in the midst 
of a family tragedy. 

Nobody, it seems, is able to see past her 
transition to the woman beneath as she 
struggles with her identity. Her mother 
Yetunde (Stephanie Stevens) is conflicted 
as she battles revulsion to care for her

As Abeni’s transformation progresses, 
Meredith is replaced by Athena Fairchild, 
who, clad in a black leotard, left this reviewer 
somewhat non-plussed with her screeches 
and rather disturbing dance routines. 

And by the time the metamorphosis was 
complete and Fairchild had herself been 
replaced by a large insect puppet oper¬ 
ated by Jacob Eiseman-Renyard, the 
whole thing was threatening to descend 
into an unintended farce. 

There were things to praise in this pro¬ 
duction. Sonola gave a lively performance 
as Ayo and Douro was energetic as Abefe, 
but in the final analysis it’s probably best 
to file this away under “brave experiment”.

In search of a happy ever after 



A UNITED KINGDOM 
(12A, 111 mins) 

A SHAMEFUL episode of bigotry dur¬ 
ing the post-war decline of the 
British empire provides rich source 
material for Amma Asante’s handsome 
and deeply moving love story. 

Anchored by impassioned perfor¬ 
mances, A United Kingdom dramatises 
the true romance of a defiant African 
prince and a London salesman’s daugh¬ 
ter, which embroiled two continents in an 
ugly tug-of-war for supremacy. 

The central couple are kept apart for 
many years, including the birth of their first 
child, and scriptwriter Guy Hibbert cap¬ 
tures the terrible injustice and anguish of 
this period of exile with aplomb. 

Hibbert also gifts leading man David 
Oyelowo several barn-storming speeches 
against apartheid and intolerance, includ¬ 
ing a pivotal meeting of tribal chiefs, where 
the prince tearfully tells the assembled 
throng, “I love my people, I love this land - 
but I love my wife.” 

His unswerving belief that love conquers 
all at a time when the world still bears the 
scars of bitter conflict galvanises every 
beautifully composed frame and plucks 
the (heart)strings of composer Patrick 
Doyle’s lush orchestrations. 

Cinematographer Sam McCurdy con¬ 
trasts the industrial grey of London with 
the sun-baked golds, oranges and browns 
of southern Africa, a ravishing backdrop 
where poisonous emotions take root and 
produce bitter fruit. 

Seretse Khama (Oyelowo), heir apparent 
to the nation of Bechuanaland (now 
Botswana), is studying law in 1947 


London before returning home to lead 
his people. 

He has been prepared for this role by his 
proud uncle Tshekedi (Vusi Kunene) and a 
council which kowtows to the British. 

At a dance organised by the London 
Missionary Society, Seretse falls in love 
with typist Ruth Williams (Rosamund Pike), 
whose bigoted father George (Nicholas 
Lyndhurst) would never condone the flour¬ 
ishing romance. 

“Father will hate [Seretse] on sight,” 
observes Ruth’s sister Muriel (Laura 
Carmichael). “He’s cleverer than him... and 
he’s black.” 

Paternal rage pales next to the indigna¬ 


tion of Alistair Canning (Jack Davenport), 
the British government’s representative in 
southern Africa. 

“If you choose to marry the leader of an 
African nation, you will be responsible for 
the downfall of the British empire,” he 
coldly informs Ruth. 

Unperturbed, the couple marry and Ruth 
accompanies Seretse to Bechuanaland, 
where she faces hostility from uncle 
Tshekedi, aunt Ella (Abena Ayivor) and 
Seretse’s sister Naledi (Terry Pheto). 

Meanwhile, the British - represented by 
snivelling district commissioner Rufus Lan¬ 
caster (Tom Felton) - and the South 
African government use underhand tactics 


to separate the lovebirds. A United King¬ 
dom is a stirring ode to love, distinguished 
by molten on-screen chemistry between 
Oyelowo and Pike. 

Asante elegantly navigates the political 
quagmire, eschewing heavy-handed ser¬ 
monising about the controversial inter¬ 
racial romance, including powerful scenes 
of Ruth attempting to win over the sharp- 
tongued women of Bechuanaland. 

Archive photographs over the end cred¬ 
its hammer home the couple’s remarkable 
sacrifices and their enduring legacy in 
Botswana, and far beyond.

T HE latest generation Audi R8 
coupe has been on the market 
for a year now - so, aside from 
the Spyder’s retractable roof, there’s 
nothing particularly new to shout 
about. 

That’s not a problem, however, 
because the roof’s opening and clos¬ 
ing mechanism is certainly worth a 
mention. It takes 20 seconds to com¬ 
plete its movement, with the rear 
deck lifting up as arms twist and turn 
to accommodate the cloth canopy. 

What’s new compared with the pre¬ 
vious generation R8 Spyder? That’s 
where things start to get a bit more 
interesting. It’s 25kg lighter but 50% 
more rigid thanks to the new alu¬ 
minium-intensive chassis, which 
weighs only 8kg more than it does in 
the coupe. Extra stiffness comes from 
reinforcements in the sills, A-pillar 
and windscreen frame, so the car 
doesn’t tie itself in knots when the 


road gets fun. Just one of the Audi R8 
Spyder’s many key selling points is 
its gorgeous styling. It somehow 
manages to look understated, impos¬ 
ing and elegant in equal measure, 
especially in the Daytona grey pearl- 
effect paint our car was daubed in. 
Quality exudes from every inch of 
the car, from the perfect shut lines of 
the body to the minimalist interior. 

Every R8 is handmade on its own 
plinth in a dedicated factory and the 
attention to detail that affords is 
immediately evident. The only bug¬ 
bear is the driving position, which is 
hindered by the roof mechanism’s 
packaging. The seat doesn’t slide as 
far back as it does in the coupe, 
meaning drivers more than six feet 
tall will struggle to fit. 

That aside, there are few cars that 
pack quite such a performance punch 
into such an exquisite package and, 
coupled with the purity of the glori¬ 
ous naturally aspirated 5.2-litre 
engine, few keen drivers will be left 


anything other than overjoyed by the 
experience. Steering is a little on the 
light side, which makes driving it 
near the limit a lesson in trust, but it 
doesn’t take long to gel with the car - 
you’ll never have to worry about 
finding the limit on the road, there’s 
that much grip. 

Out on the road, the R8 Spyder is 
something of a battering ram, offering 
searing performance whenever you 
stamp the throttle. Even with the gear¬ 
box in full auto mode, there’s only a 
moment’s hesitation as the S tronic 
system dives down the cogs before 
dumping all 532bhp and 540Nm of 
torque through the all-wheel-drive 
system and pinning you to the seat. 

That pinprick on the horizon will 
scream past the window alarmingly 
quickly. The light steering and wide 
stance make it a less-than-ideal com¬ 
panion for a back-road blast but, par¬ 
ticularly with the optional Sport 
exhaust, it can still be fun at sane 
speeds. Its party piece is how docile 


and easy to drive it can be when 
you’re not stamping on the loud pedal 
at every opportunity. 

Use the Drive Select toggle to put 
the car in comfort mode and you’ll 
cruise about unassumingly. 

Parking can be tricky, again 
because of just how wide this thing 
is - it’ll barely fit in most bays width- 
wise - but thanks to a reversing cam¬ 
era and parking sensors the job is 
made a little less stressful. 

It’s hard to talk about something that 
costs a six-figure sum being value for 
money, but when you look at the build 
quality, performance and desirability 
in comparison with its rivals, it does 
seem like something of a steal. 

With a starting price of £129,990, 
it’s less expensive than a Porsche 911 
Turbo Cabriolet and much more 
exciting to look at, too. It’s consider¬ 
ably more expensive than a Jaguar F- 
Type SVR and marginally more than 
a Maserati GranCabrio, but feels bet¬ 
ter put together than both.

HARRY WINKS admitted that it 
had been a dream come true to score 
his first goal for Tottenham Hotspur 
during their dramatic 3-2 victory at 
home to West Ham United in the 
Premier League on Saturday. 

The academy graduate was handed 
his first league start in the match 
and marked it by finding the target 
early in the second half to cancel 
out Mikhail Antonio’s opener. 

It looked as if Winks’ goal would 
be in vain when Manuel Lanzini 
restored West Ham’s lead, but a 
thrilling finish to the contest saw 
Harry Kane equalise on 88 minutes 
before going on to grab the wi nn er 
from the penalty spot in stoppage 
time. 

“What a game to be involved in 
and what a full debut to make,” 
Winks said. “To win, that was the 
main thing - to get the three points 
- but to score as well, I can’t explain 
the feeling. 

“The goal is one moment in my 
life I can never repeat. I can’t explain 
it, being a Spurs fan as well, scoring 
the equaliser against West Ham, it 
was brilliant. I could have kept run¬ 
ning. I had a burst of energy and 
saw my family at the top of the 
stand as well and pointed to them. It 
was unbelievable. 

“This team has showed time and 
again that when we go down, we 
keep going. We’ve got that belief, 
that know-how to get back into a 
game and it was never in doubt that 
we’d create the opportunities, so it 
was a case of keep playing, keep 
our heads and go from there. 


“I know I can’t get carried away - 
it’s one game and one goal. I’ve got 
to keep working hard, show the 
right attitude and keep my mentality 
right because things can change so 
quickly in football. I’ve got to keep 
my head, keep working hard and 
keep improving.” 

Although Spurs remain unbeaten 
in the league this season, the vic¬

The last month has been tough and 
it’s fantastic to discover that feeling 
again for the games ahead. It was a 
very important three points to be 
close to the top after a month where 
we’ve suffered a lot.”
